Generally, sellers can exclude up to 
$500,000 of gain ona primary: residence 
(for couples: ~ singles may exclude 
$250,000). The rules require that the house 
be owned and used as a principal home for 
periods that total at least two years in the 
five years before the sale. But if the move is 
. forced by a job change, poor health, or 
unforeseen circumstances, the seller is 
allowed a partial exemption and may 
exclude a percentage of the $500,000, 
depending on the fraction of the two-year 
period the house was owned. 


Until this August 6, though, the rules are 
eased. Sellers who owned their homes by 
August 5. 1997 can get the same partial 
exemption without satisfying the two-year 
rule and without the requirement that the 
sale be forced by work or illness.

Cooperative Bank gives 


Y2K fraud warning 


READING - Beware of scam 
artists trying to prey on Y2K fears, 
Reading Cooperative Bank warns. 
Swindlers across the U.S. and 
Canada have developed a number 
.of schemes using Year 2000 con- 
cerns to cheat consumers and busi- 
nesses, according to Susan Muse, 
senior vice president of Reading 
\ Cooperative Bank. The number of 
Y2K scams will increase as the new 
millennium draws closer and con- 
sumers’ concerns heighten, Ms. 
Muse predicted. 

There are a number of red flags 
that signal possible Y2K fraud. Key 
among them is any questions about 
your personal or financial informa- 
tion. “Beware of any unsolicited 
request for your Social Security 
number, bank account or credit 
card numbers or the password or 
PIN number for your ATM or debit 
cards, Ms. Muse warned. Never 
give out this information unless you 
have initiated the contact,” she 
added. 

Ms. Muse said, “In one widely 
reported scam the con artist, some- 
times posing as a bank employee, 
calls asking for the consumer's bank 
account number, stating that the 
bank is having Y2K problems. The 
caller claims that the information 
is needed to transfer the customer’s 
money to a Y2K safe account or 
investment. After verifying the ac- 
count information, the crook often 
asks permission to transfer the 

funds to a Y2K “safe haven.” Re- 

, Bardless of the answer, once the 
bank customer has given up his or 
her account information, the funds 
will be transferred from a safe, 
federally insured account, right to 
the thief. Remember, the safest 
place for your money in this cen- 
tury or the next, is a financial insti- 
tution like your local Reading Co- 
operative Bank, where deposits are 
insured in full by FDIC/SIF.

said, “has the caller asking for the 
consumer’s credit card-account 
number. The swindler says that the 
information is needed soa new Y2K 
compliant magnetic strip can be 
sent to the credit card customer. 
Once. in possession of the account 
number, the thief is free to begin 
charging items to the consumer’s 
credit card. 

Ms. Muse also pointed out it’s 
not just consumers who are the 
target of Y2K fraud. “There are a 
number of Y2K fraud schemes 
aimed at businesses, too. In one of 
these scams, bank business cus- 
tomers are offered a Y2K audit by 
their “lender” for a modest fee. 
Another version of this con has the 
grifter offering a quick Y2K fix for 
the business’s computers. Both the 
audit and the fix are bogus and the 
conartist simply pockets the money 
and is gone,” she added. 

One of the best ways to avoid 
becoming the victim of a fraud is to 
verify the credentials of the caller 
before providing any personal or 
financial information. If the caller 
is not known to you personally and 
claims to be calling from your bank, 
call the bank or check them out 
with your state or local consumer 
protection office, Muse said. If the 
individual is offering a service such 
as making all of your business com- 
puters Y2K compliant, ask for ref- 
erences or check with your local 
Better Business Bureau (BBB), she 
added. BBB is listed in the local 


phone directory or you can check 5 


them out at www.bbb.org on the 
Internet. 

Ms. Muse said, “if you suspect a 
scam, report it to your Attorney 
General's office. Your notification 
of the authorities just might help 
put a stop to the swindle and pre- 
vent others from being stung. And 
always remember the first com- 
mandment of fraud prevention, ifit 
sounds too good to be true, it is.”

WILMINGTON - Two and a half 
years after a tragic accident nearly 
cost Wilmington Police Officer 
Larry Redding his life, he has de- 
cided to call it quits. 

Redding, 53, a 23-year veteranof 
the police force will officially retire 
this month. . 

“I was working for the Depart- 
ment of Public Works and I got a 
call from then Wilmington Town 
Manager Sterling Morris. He said 
he wanted to meet with me after 
work. Ihadno idea what he wanted,” 
said Redding. “He told me there 
was an opening on the force and 
asked me if I wanted the job? I 


asked him when I would start, and’ 


he told me I would start at mid- 
night.” Redding continued. 

The next 22 years would be 
among the best of his life. 

“I have always liked working 
with people, and helping them.” 
Redding says with a grin, holding 
his ever-familiar cigar in his hand. 

January 22nd 1997, however, 
would change Redding’s life for- 
ever. 

It was a cold, rainy day, and 
Redding was on his way home for 
lunch from a training class at 
Tewksbury State Hospital, and his 
car skidded on rain soaked Salem 
Street. Redding spent the next 22 
days at Lahey-Hitchcock Clinic in 
Burlington ina drug-induced coma, 
Redding’s wife, Lori and her father 
nt countless hours searching for 
best rehabilitation hospital for 
Redding. He was then transferred 
to the Northeast Rehabilitation 
Hospital (NRH) in Salem, New 
Hampshire with a bleak prognosis. 

“When he arrived, he was so 

heavily medicated, it was impos- 


sible fo make a prognosis,” said Dr. 
James A. Whitlock, a Behavioral 
Neurologist, Redding’s NRH physi- 
cian. Within a few days of his ar- 
rival, and a review and adjustment 
of his medications, he began to 


weeks into his stay at NRH he re- 
gained conscious. In addition to his 
head injury, he had to overcome 
fractures of the pelvis, leg, ribs and 
spinal fractures. 

Exactly three months to the day 
of his accident, Redding returned 
tohis Andover home ina limousine, 
and was welcomed home by nearly 
100 friends, relatives, and brother 
police officers.

Once an expansion plan is final- 
ized, the moratorium will be re- 
considered by the Cemetery Com- 
mission, Onusseit said. 


Old Burying Ground 

Eagle Scout Roman Walsh has 
finished cataloguing the graves at 
the town’s Old Burying Ground, 
located on Route 62. 

Walsh's list includes five grave 
markers that were previously un- 
listed. Abigail, Ebenezer and 
infant son Carter, and John 
Wyman, are new additions to the 
list of graves. An unidentified 
grave was also discovered, locat- 
ed towards the graveyard’s front 
entrance. 

The grave markers represent 
the people and history of Wilm- 
ington's early years. 

Among Wilmington’s notable 
forefathers buried in the ceme- 
tery are the town’s first 
Revolutionary War casualty 
Joseph Harnden. 

Harnden, at age 39, served four 
and a half days as a private in 
captain Timothy Walker's 
Military Company, under Col. 
David Greene’s regiment which 
marched on the alarm of April 19, 
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Harnden marched 50 miles and 
was paid 10 shillings, 7 pence. 

On December 24 of the same 
year, at age 40, Harnden died of 
an unknown cause of death, 
thought to have been a disease. 

Also buried in the Old Burial 
Ground is Jonathan Jaquith, who 
served with Col. Seth Warner’s 
regiment, commonly referred to 
as the “Green Mountain Boys.” 
This regiment was not attached to 
any state, and was organized 
under a Resolve of Congress in 
1776. 

Jaquith may have served at Fort 
Ticonderoga, Bennington and 
Hubbardstown; as well as at 
Crown Point, Saint John’s and 
Montreal, Canada. 

Jaquith died in September of 
1778, at age 29, in Wilmington. Al- 
though the cause of death is un- 
known, it is thought to be disease. 

Other graves of interest include 
the graves of small-pox victims, 
which are far removed from the 
majority of the grave yard’s bur- 
ial plots; and the graves of 
Samuel and Hannah Walker's 
seven children, ranging in age 
from newborn to 18 years, who 
died within five months of one 
another from January to June of 


1738. 
Walsh also helped complete a 


map ~f the Old Burial Ground, 
with the assistance of the 
Wilmington Historical 
Commission. The maps give the 
location, and names inscribed 
upon, the Old Burial Ground’s 87 
known graves. 

The maps will be available free 
of charge, from a self-service box 
(built by Walsh) at the former 
Scale Keepers house at the front 
of the Old Burial Ground. 

As part of his Eagle Scout pro- 
ject, Walsh also renovated the 
burial ground. Renovations 
included repairing a stone wall, 
removing leaves, reassembling 
broken grave markers, and 
removing moss and lichens from 
grave markers.

Onusseit said. “But it won’t delay 
the work on Lowell Street.” 

The town’s consulting engineer, 
Green International of Medford; 
recently submitted 75 percent 
plans for the Rte. 129 project.to 
the Massachusetts Highway 
Department. 

By the end of the summer, a 100 
percent plan will be completed, 
followed by the award of the con- 
struction contract. 

Approximately one mile of 
Lowell Street will be reconstruct- 
ed from where it intersects with 
Rte. 38, to a point 525 feet short‘of 
where it intersects with Woburn 
Street. 

The road will be widened to in- 
clude two 11-and-a-half foot witle 
travel lanes, and two 6-and-a-half 
foot shoulder (or breakdown) 
lanes. Improvements will also be 
made to the intersection of routes 
38 and 129, including the replace- 
ment of a blinking yellow signal 
with a full set of traffic lights, and 
a left turn land on Rte. 38 south 
onto Rte. 129 east. » 

Sidewalks and trees will be add- 
ed along the length of the project, 
intended to remove pedestrians 
from the path of the 14;600 vehi- 
cles that travel Lowell Street each 
day. 

The project will cost an estimat- 
ed $1.8 million, the federal gov- 
ernment will pay 80 percent 
through the Surface 
‘Transportation Program, and the 
state will pay the remaining , 20 
percent. It will be advertised! in 
the Fall of this year, and work is 
expected to begin in the summer 
of 2000 and be completed by the 
summer of 2001.

Buck worth million 
to little leaguers 


These days it takes an act of . . . 
Mother Nature to keep Jim Buck 
away from the baseball fields of 
Wil fon. Fortunately for Buck 
(if not the fields themselves) those 
acts have been few and far between 
over this spring and into the sum- 
mer, the first seasons of his Wilm- 
ington Little League Presidency. 

Buck, who was elected president 
by the 15-person Wilmington Little 
League Board of Directors last 
October, jokingly calls himself the 
“fair-weather president,” and in 
fact, only a small handful (five or 
six maybe) of the hundreds of games 
scheduled have been rained out. 
The most recent came Tuesday 
night when the 12-year-old all-stars 
were thunder-and-lightninged out 
of Rotary Park. 

“The most important thing is to 
get the games in and let the kids 
play the game,” said Buck. “That 

really worked out well this 
year.” 

With 52 teams playing baseball 
and softball and bringing 750 play- 
ers ranging in age from 8 to 16, 
og we 52 managers, over 100 
coa and over 1000 parents, the 
weather is often the least of the 
league’s worries. In fact, just in 
terms of expense, the biggest con- 
cern is the Blue Crew, the umpires.

pire Mark Wood in a summit that 
addressed issues such as ump pay 
and the playing of games when less 


than two full teams show up a big* 


problem in this day and age of 
myriad commitments in myriad 
directions. This year, thanks to the 
agreement, forfeits were sliced to 
less than half that of the 1998 sea- 
son. Woodhas also brought in more 
dedicated (and local) umpires, Buck 
said. 


Buck, who has been involved 
with Wilmington Little League for 
the last eight years, had a lot of 
time to prepare himself to be presi- 
dent and a lot of help from vener- 
able veep Bob Gage, team man- 
ager, uniform orderer, president 
trainer, according to Buck. 

Buck had been secretary of the 
board for the last four years while 
first Gary Roberts and then Scott 
Winn served relatively short stints 
as league president. Before them 
Bob Surran held down the fort for 
an impressive run of 13 years. 

Buck knows as well as anyone 
that many of the people who volun- 
teer their time do so because they 
have a child or children involved in 
the program. He’s no exception to 
that rule, getting acquainted with 

n Little League initially 
when his oldest of three sons, Scott, 
now 16 and a varsity ballplayer for 
WHS, joined a Farm League team. 
Now Greg, 14, and Bryant, 12, are 
‘Wilmington Little Leaguers as well.

the last five years, including the 
last two with Bryant on the team. 
This spring they won the Major 
League Championship. 

Buck also helped coach the Se- 
nior League Cardinals that Scott 
played on, and is currently an as- 
sistant for the Summer League 
Northeast team managed by Rob 
Patterson and the summer Senior 
Pony League Team managed by 
Jamie Pote. 

The summer of course offers up 
a whole new season, With the regu- 
lar baseball. and softball seasons 
done, all-stars begin and there are 
five Wilmingten-L.ittle League all- 
Star teams: major baseball and soft- 
ball (11 and 12 year olds), senior 
baseball (14 and 15 year olds) and 
junior softball and baseball (13 year 
olds). But there is also the summer 
baseball, six teams playing in three 
different leagues: the Northeast

But during the long, hot sum- 
mers, Jim Buck is lucky on more 
than a few counts, not least of all 
the fact that he gets to spend time 
with his family at something he 
truly enjoys doing. That and an 
amenable work situation make all 
the countless hours of Little League 
volunteering possible. 

“I always tell people who volun- 
teer, ‘your life comes first; your job 
and your life,’” Buck said. “I’m 
fortunate enough that I work in 
town [as a financial analyst for 
defense contractor Textron] and 
havea boss who’s really good about 
letting me leave early to do things 
i throw batting practice to the 

Just hearing the joy in Buck’s 
voice when he talks about the simple 
pleasure of seeing a 12-year-old kid 
whack a ball out of Rotary Park off 
his batting practice toss best shows 
what this is all about for him: it’s 
not glamorous and it’s not about 
politics or power, it’s all about kids 

and baseball. Andsomebody hasto 
keep it running. - : 
“Being president of the little 
league is not exciting,” he said. 
“It’s reacting to stuff and doing 
some planning. You ie pulled into 
it because you like the sport, you 


like the activity and hopefully you & 


pass it on better than it was. Tome 
that’s the goal of all this volunteer 
stuff.” 

There isn’t a rainstorm around 
powerful enough to keep him from 
achieving that one.

I'venever met Spencer T. “Herk” 
Robinson. I’ve called him just a 
couple of times, and he hasn’t re- 
turned them. I didn’t call him for 
this column. 

From all accounts, Herk 
Robinson is one of the nicest guys 
you would ever want to meet, even 
though most seem to agree that 
he’s a little overmatched in his 
current position as. general man- 
ager of the Kansas City Royals (but 
considering how some of his recent 
trades have turned out, it looks like 


he’s getting better). ~ 
Anyway, this isn’t about Herk 


Robinson and the Royals. It’s about 
Herk and the Omaha Golden Spikes 
- and more specifically Herk and 
first baseman (and one-time hot 
prospect) Joe Vitiello. 

In case you missed it, whiledis- 
cussing who would replace the re- 
tired Jeff King at first base in Kan- 
sas City, Robinson told the Kansas 
City Star last week that, “We talked 
extensively about Vitiello. But our 
people who have been seeing him 
agreed that he wasn't the answer, 
either offensively or defensively. 

And Robinson also added this 
gem: “Remember, he was a free 
agent all winter. We signed him as 
a six year (minor league) free 
agent.” 

My recollection of that story is 
that once Vitiello told Omaha Man- 
ager Ron Johnson that he would be 
interested in resigning with the 
Royals, the Royals jumped all over 
the opportunity. 

But, my point here is that 
Robinson was completely out of 
line in saying these things about 
Vitiello. I mean, talk about kicking 
a guy when he’s down 

All the guy is, is a consummate 
professional who wants to be in the 
lineup every day regardless of how 
he feels, whoplays hurt, who doesn’t 
complain and who was a pretty fair 
ballplayer last time I checked. 

And, if you don’t believe in that 
stuff about the importance of hav- 
ing a leader in the clubhouse, you’d 
better start. The worth of Vitiello’s 

presence is immeasurable. 


“Joe Vitiello is the epitome of a 
professional., class athlete, and 
that’s the biggest statement of re- 
spect I can give a buy,” Johnson 
said. “This guy is a quality human 
being. You would go to war with a 
guy like that, and you wouldn’t ask 
why - because you know he’d to it 
for you. 

In typical Royals fashion (and 
they’re probably not the only orga- 
nization that reacts this way), at 
some point somebody decided 
Vitiello couldn’t play. Yeah, he had 
injuries while spending two years 
and 136 days on the major league 
roster, and that’s part of it. 

But in that two and a half year 
active stretch (from the 1995 sea- 
son until early in 1998) he got the 
equivalent of a full season of at bats 
(524). And no one will deny that 
playing part time is the hardest 
way to establish yourself in the 
major leagues. The numbers? A 
.242 batting average isn’t impres- 
sive (again, he was playing part 
time), but how about 20 homers and 
79 rbis? If you're interested, King 
hit .263 in 486 at bats last year with 
24 homers and 93 rbis and is suppos- 
edly a$5milliona year player. Give 
Vitiello a regular dose of at bats, 
and who's to say he wouldn’t dupli- 
cate King’s stats? 

Johnson, too, knows how Vitiello 
has done in the majors. I’m guess- 
ing he’s not one of the “people” who 
don’t’ think Vitiello has a chance. 

“Joe Vitiello has big league num- 
bers,” Johnson said. “When you 
look at .242 with 20 homers and 79 
rbis in500at bats, I would think that 


would be considered success. And 
he’s done a really fine job for us at 
first base. 

“So, do I think he can play in the 
big leagues? Yes. Do I think he has 
value in the big leagues? Prob- 
ably.” 

No one is saying Vitiello can 


play first base like King, who was 
very good. But Vitiello is far from 
being the worst first baseman in 
the Pacific Coast League. And he’s 
clearly in a different league defen- 
sively than Jeremy Giambi is right 


now. 

If the Royals thought the sky 
was falling (and they did) when 
Larry Sutton made two errors at 
first last Tuesday in the first game 


without King, what can they possi- gam 


bly expect of Giambi, whose defen- 
sive work they questioned when he 
was an outfielder? Sutton can flat 
out play first base, as he proved 
there in 1997. 

But we digress. 

Vitiello is an asset to Kansas 
City, whether the big league people 
know it or not. Johnson has young, 
up and coming stars like Giambi 
and Mark Quinn hit in the same 
group with Vitiello during batting 
practice, just so they can soak it in 
and learn what being a professional 
is all about. 

Vitiello seems to have been 
crossed of Kansas City’s plans, but 
so was Chris Hatcher a year ago, 
and at least he got a little bit of a 
short last September. 

“] think I've helped this organi- 
zationa lot, and I hope they feel like 
I’ve done that,” Vitiello said. “But 


it’s a long season and I’ve just gotto 
stay ready. Whether it’s Kansas 
City or another organization, hope- 
fully I'll get a shot somewhere.”

Aufiero and Dyment both hap- 
pened to be chosen by teams who 
must be thought of as archrivals to 
the hometown Bruins. 

Aufiero was a third round selec- 
tion of the New York’Rangers (90th 
overall), while fellow BU Terrier 
blueliner Dyment was taken with 
the first pick of the fourth round by 
none other than the Montreal 
Canadiens (97th overall). 

“Iwas jittery,” said Aufiero, who 
played three seasons at Winchester 
High before spending his senior

Unlike first round selections who 
go up to the stage with NHL Com- 
missioner Gary Bettman and re- 
ceive ateam jersey, players chosen 
in the later rounds report directly 
to the team tables on the floor. 
There, they meet the team staff and 
get a team sweater and hat. From 
there, players, and family mem- 
bers are whisked underneath the 
stands, where publicity photos are

Before the 1998 draft, Dyment

went to the Dallas Stars early inthe 
second round, the 32nd overall pick. 

Aufiero (6-1, 186) rose in central 
scouting’s rankings over the course 
of the most recent hockey season. 
He entered this year’s draft rated 
47th among the North Americans.

on submitting 
photos

Last week a youth soccer picture 
was submitted to me and Iran it as 
it was and several people were up- 
set saying that I reduced the pic- 
ture when all I did was crop off 
some of the grass on the bottom of 
it. I did not alter it at all, all I did 
was publish the picture and the 
write-up that was given to me by 
the team’s coach (so I didn’t leave 
anything out of the article, because 
Ididn’t write it) as it was handed to 
me. 
With that I would like to offer a 
few suggestions on submitting pho- 
tos and write-ups to the Town Crier. 
First, when you submit some- 

thing, please look it over. I take full 
responsibility if errors occur here 
during production that shouldn’t 
have, but just take an extra look at 
things you bring in as things run 
pretty much as is. Second, for 
photos, especially a team photo, 
stand like five feet away with the 
Sun looking over your shoulder 
when taking it (and if it’s a really 
hot and sunny day, have the kids’ 
hats back on their heads so you 
don't get the shawdows across their 
faces), Taking a picture like 20 
yards away makes the kids faces 
look really small (which is the rea- 
son why the last week’s picture 
looked like it did), and the fore- 
ground and background look much 
larger (which is why I cropped off 
an inch off the bottom). When you
